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This pamphlet affords a concise, accurate, and clear survey of 
the recent progress and present position of the world-wide Chris- 
tian student movement. It embraces the official reports of all the 
national Christian student organizations which are bound together 
in the World's Student Christian Federation. The period covered 
extends from March 1, 1902, to the end of February, 1903. These 
records abound in facts of encouragement to all who are interested 
in the extension of the Kingdom of Christ. In the light of the 
evidence here given it may be stated that the spiritual condition 
arid outlook of the student world were never more favorable than 
at the present time. It is believed that the study and use of this 
important information will widen the horizon, increase the effi- 
ciency, stimulate the activity, and intensify the prayerfulness, of 
workers among students in all lands.

7. What other encouraging facts, in addition to those given in 
answer to the above questions, have been in connection with your 
movement during the past year? 

8. Name a few of the most difficult problems of your move- 
ment concerning which you desire the prayers of the leaders of the 
other movements. 
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1. There are 710 separate student organizations belonging to 
our movement. Of these forty-eight are in theological colleges; 
three in law colleges; sixty-nine in medical and dental colleges; 
305 in university colleges of other faculties ; 127 in normal, tech- 
nological, military, and naval colleges, and the remaining 158 are 
in academies and other preparatory schools. The membership 
is over 44,500 students and professors. This does not include 
volunteers who have already completed their studies. There are 
a total of 146,000 young men in institutions where Associations 
are found. 

2. During the past year the college section has published the 
following books and pamphlets : "The Students of North America 
United," by John R. Mott, M. A. ; "The Work of the Theological 
Student Young Men's Christian Association," by Thornton B. 
Penfield, M. A. ; "Dangers that Beset Theological Students," by 
Rev. William F. McDowell, D. D. The Student Volunteer Move- 
ment for Foreign Missions has published: "A Geography and 
Atlas of Protestant Missions," Vol. II., by Harlan P. Beach, 
M. A., F. R. G. S. ; "World-Wide Evangelization," the report of 
the Toronto Convention, of which 8,000 volumes have been pub- 
lished; "Effective Workers in Needy Fields," by Rev. William 
F. McDowell, D. D. and other writers ; "What Constitutes a Mis- 
sionary Call," by Robert E. Speer, M. A. ; "Heroes of the Mission 
Field" (reprint), by Right Rev. W. Packenham Walsh, D. D., 
Bishop of Ossory ; "Mission Study Among Theological Students." 
The Intercollegian has been edited by a committee of secretaries 
and has had 3,100 regular subscribers. 
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3. The following student conferences were held during the 
year: (1) A conference of the student secretaries of the Interna- 
tional Committee and of the secretaries and members of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Student Volunteer Movement to discuss 
and formulate their plans for the year. (2) A conference of the 
traveling secretaries of the International Committee and of the 
student secretaries and deputation men of the state committees to 
unify and increase the efficiency of the work of visiting the col- 
leges throughout the North American Continent. (3) Ten presi- 
dents' conferences for the preparation of newly chosen presidents 
for their work. (4) One state and one provincial college con- 
ferences held for the purpose of promoting the student Associa- 
tion work in the sections where these were held. (5) Three stu- 
dent summer conferences, each lasting ten days, were held for the 
students of the different sections of the Continent : at East North- 
field, Massachusetts, with 673 students present; at Lake Geneva, 
Wisconsin, with an attendance of 500; and at Asheville, North 
Carolina, with a total of 151 students. In addition a ten-days' 
conference for the region west of the Rocky Mountains was held 
during the Christmas holidays at Pacific Grove, California, with 
eighty-six delegates. A total of 1,410 student delegates received 
special preparation at these gatherings for the work of leading 
the Association forces. 

4. As far as can be ascertained as large if not a larger number 
of students have decided to become Christians during the year 
than ever before. Undoubtedly the most marked influence which 
has led to this result has been the individual work of students with 
their associates. This has been increased and reinforced by the 
Bible study circles. It has been made more effective through the 
organization of bands of personal workers for prayer and effort. 
It has also, been greatly aided by the holding of special series of 
meetings at which the claims of Christ upon the lives of students 
have been presented strongly by professors, clergymen, secretaries 
of the movement, or able students. There has been a gratifying 
increase in the number of men available for the successful con- 
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duct of such meetings. The observance of the Week of Prayer 
for Young Men in November and of the Universal Day of Prayer 
for Students in February has done much to lead to these results. 
The special effort to lead the freshmen to take a stand for Christ 
at the first meeting of the Association in the various colleges has 
also been fruitful. 

5. The number enrolled in Bible circles has increased during 
the year to 16,000. There has been a marked growth also in the 
use of the courses providing for daily study and a corresponding 
advance in individual study for the upbuilding of pergonal spiritual 
life. The agencies to improve the quality of the work of the Bible 
circles have been extended and improved. At the student con- 
ferences fifteen normal Bible classes were held for the preparation 
of leaders of Bible circles, with a membership of 1,400. Regular 
correspondence was carried on by the Bible study secretary of the 
movement with leaders of 1,808 circles. Seventy-seven colleges 
and schools carried on voluntary Bible study for the students 
during the year which had no such study the preceding year. 

6. The number of men and women who have been led to join 
the Student Volunteer Movement by becoming, volunteers is 
greater than in any preceding year since 1894-95. Two hundred 
and eleven volunteers entered foreign missionary service under the 
various boards. Missionary study has increased to an enrollment 
of 6,700. The completion of the "Geography and Atlas of Pro- 
testant Missions" marks the largest achievement in the production 
of missionary literature by the Movement An increasing bur- 
den of responsibility for the support of missionary effort has been 
assumed by the colleges, which contributed $61,000 for missions 
during the year. The influence of the volunteers upon the work 
among young people has led to the development of this work to 
the point where the organization of an interdenominational young 
people's missionary movement has been effected and a successful 
missionary conference inaugurated. 

7. The observance of the twenty-fifth anniversary of the In- 
tercollegiate Young Men's Christian Association Movement at 
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Princeton University, with a review of its achievements during 
the first quarter century of its life, is ground for great encourage- 
ment. Another noteworthy fact in connection with our move- 
ment is the increase in the number of men who are giving the 
whole or a large part of their time to work as student secretaries 
of international, state, metropolitan, or local college organizations. 
Ninety-four men are now engaged in such work, giving it ex- 
pert service and continuity. The increase in the number of As- 
sociations having buildings for their work, which become the so- 
cial and religious centers of the institutions, is also a source of 
encouragement. Continued and growing interest is being mani- 
fested in work for the needy classes in the neighborhood of the 
college and effective work has been undertaken to serve such peo- 
ple. A deepening interest in the problems of city and frontier 
missions is also observable. The number of Associations in 
theological colleges increased from thirty-seven to forty-eight. 

8. Among the most difficult problems of our movement, con- 
cerning which we desire the prayers of the members of the other 
movements, are : (1) How to reach certain classes of institutions 
which are not now largely enrolled in our movement. (2) How 
to adapt the methods of the movement so as to reach more ef- 
fectively the medical, law, and other professional students of the 
great cities. (3) How to apply the principles of the Association 
so as to reach the largest number of boys in the preparatory and 
public high schools. (4) How to raise up a larger number of well 
qualified and purposeful volunteers to meet the needs of the mis- 
sionary societies. (5) How to lead a larger number of men to de- 
vote their lives to the Christian ministry and other Christian call- 
ings. (6) How to lead the students upon graduation to identify 
hemselves with aggressive Christian work so as to make available 
heir experience in the promotion of the Kingdom of Christ 
wherever they may live. (7) How to deepen the prayer life of the 
active members of our movement.

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1. There are 450 student Associations connected with our 
movement with a total membership of 27,110. 

2. The following leaflets have been issued : "The Cabinet and 
Committee Work"; "The Visit of a Secretary"; "Our Student 
Work"; Recognition Service for New Officers and Members; 
Student Association (statistical) Record; State Secretaries' 
Record Blanks for Student Associations. 

3. Four student conferences have been held: at Capitola, 
California, attended by 325 delegates; at Asheville, North Caro- 
lina, with 206 in attendance ; at Silver Bay, New York, with 619 
delegates; and at Lake Geneva, -Wisconsin, with 589 delegates. 

4. During the past year 1,120 students are reported as having 
become Christians through the work of the student Associations. 
The most marked influences leading to these decisions have been 
the visits of the national and state traveling secretaries, the sum- 
mer conferences, the Association Bible classes, state Association 
conventions, and in some instances the cooperation of pastors with 
the student Associations. In the universities and colleges where 
there have been no spiritual awakenings the apparent reasons have 
been a lack of united and expectant definite prayer on the part of 
the Christian students, a withholding of personal testimony, and 
also the absence of Christian fellowship. 

5. There have been enrolled in student Association Bible 
classes during the past year, 16,349 students. 

6. Several large colleges have contributed to missions for the 
first time this year. In our summer conferences the interest in 
the missionary institute has been greater than ever before. The 
enrollment for mission study shows a marked increase. The offi- 
cial representation of denominational missionary societies at the 
summer conferences indicates a recognition of the importance of 
the student movement in supplying the needs of the foreign field. 
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The large delegation of foreign students at the conferences is a 
new and important factor in awakening missionary interest. 

7. The development of the student work in our great state 
institutions has been marked. Fifteen of these Associations are 
now supporting student general secretaries, an increase of eight 
in two years. Two new Association buildings will be dedicated 
this year and six other Associations have rented houses in which 
to carry on the enlarged work. Confidence has been shown in the 
work by the larger number of friends who are giving financial 
support. The growth and power of the four summer conferences 
have been a cause for thanksgiving. Five years ago the total at- 
tendance was 800, this year 2,025. A series of conferences com- 
posed of faculty members and college professors has been held for 
the promotion of interest in the student Associations. Much help 
has come to the student movement as a result. . 

8. The American women's student movement desires the 
prayers of the leaders of other movements for workers both in the 
home and foreign field. This is one of our most pressing needs. 
Also that our Christian students may realize their responsibility 
for pressing the claims of Christ on the lives of their fellow stu- 
dents; and that the enrollment of students in Bible study classes 
may be doubled this coming year.

1. There are twenty-three student organizations in our move- 
ment. Of these eleven are in universities, one in a medical college, 
one in a normal college, four in ladies' colleges, four in preparatory 
colleges, and two in normal schools. The total membership is 
about 900, or sixty-six per cent of the women students in these 
institutions. Of the regular students in the universities over 
seventy-seven per cent are members of the Young Women's Chris- 
tian Association. 
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2. During the past year our official organ, The Dominion Tie, 
has been enlarged by a number of pages, and a revision of the 
pamphlet on the Young Women's Christian Association work in 
Canada has been made and re-printed. 

3. A representative delegation from Canada attended the sum- 
mer conference at Silver Bay. 

4. In nine colleges there were twenty-one known conversions 
during the past year. These we believe to have been chiefly 
through personal work and special meetings. 

5. About 400 students have been enrolled in Bible study, some 
of whom have followed the course prescribed in their college cur- 
riculum, but a number have been using those specially designed 
for Associations and which require daily, systematic study. 

6. There is no longer any necessity for demonstrating that 
missionary work is worthy of the best mental training which can 
be obtained. It is among the most promising students of our col- 
leges that women are seriously considering the question of foreign 
missions as a life work, and there is a growing sense of responsi- 
bility among college women that they have a special duty toward 
women less fortunate than they. There is an increase in mission- 
ary study and gifts. During the past year there were fifteen 
classes and the contribution from seventeen colleges was $592.60. 

7. The increasing spirit of prayer and the fact that students are 
so generally realizing the true source of power is most encourag- 
ing. During the past year two colleges had daily meetings for 
prayer, two had bi-weekly meetings, and eleven weekly. 

8. Some of the problems of our work are : To bring into vital 
touch with the student movement some important denominational 
colleges. To conserve the interest and support of graduates. To 
secure for Bible study its right place and proportion of time in 
every Association.

1. There are forty-four separate Unions in affiliation with the 
Australasian Student Christian Union. Of these eight are in uni- 
versities, three in theological colleges, one in an agricultural col- 
lege, one in a normal training college, and thirty-one in secondary 
schools. The total student membership is 1,590. Foundations of 
Unions have been laid in several other institutions and this year 
will probably see several new Unions added to the list. 

2. The Constitution of the Australasian Student Christian 
Union has been re-published, including amendments to date. 

3. A one day's conference of Unions in the State of Victoria 
was held at Melbourne on August 23, and a similar gathering of 
South Australian Unions at Adelaide on September 13. The at- 
tendance at the former was about 200, while the latter was about 
half the size. No such conference was held in New South Wales 
last year, but instead a highly successful sale of work in aid of 
the Bombay Missionary Settlement for University Women was 
organized and conducted by the women of Sydney University as- 
sisted by the girls' schools. The Australian summer school was 
this year held at Wollongong, January 4-11, with a registered at- 
tendance of 150. 

4. Whatever results have been attained this year in leading stu- 
dents to become Christians have been due chiefly to quiet per- 
sonal influence. The religious revivals which have this year 
stirred our cities have directly led to the conversion of a few stu- 
dents, but as a class the student body has been little affected. The 
General Committee has long felt that the time was ripe for a direct, 
stirring appeal to Australasian students, and it is therefore with 
deep thankfulness to God that we look forward to the approaching 
visit of Mr. Mott. 

5. This year has brought forth a remarkable increase of sixty- 
one per cent in the number of undergraduate university students 
enrolled in Bible classes over the preceding year's record. The 
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total number of students and senior school pupils attending Bible 
classes during the past year has been 922. In addition a series of 
studies on the Minor Prophets has been especially prepared for the 
Australasian Inter collegian and we believe that a large number of 
graduates have followed these. Graduate Bible circles have been 
conducted in two centers. 

6. In the year 1 901 missionary interest in Australasia was at its 
lowest ebb, only one student during that year having signed the 
volunteer declaration. In January, 1902, the summer schools pro- 
duced a decided re-awakening of interest in this matter. Ten 
students have volunteered since that date and others have been im- 
pelled to consecrate their lives to the foreign field, but owing to 
various preventing causes have not yet been able to sign the 
declaration. Again, in 1901 a missionary study class was recorded 
in one university only. Last year they were carried on in four. 
We look forward with great hope and confidence to the missionary 
conferences which are being planned in connection with Mr. 
Mott's visit to our movement. 

7. At the convention held in conjunction with the last summer 
school it was decided that the organization and extension of the 
Young People's Scripture Union should be undertaken as a defi- 
nite department of the work of the Australasian Student Christian 
Union in secondary schools. This is not only a very strong ad- 
dition to the work of our school Unions, but has already proved it- 
self a stepping-stone to more elaborate organization in schools 
which were previously closed to our movement. At the recent 
summer school, in response to a special appeal, the students con- 
tributed £170 to the funds of the Union. This is the largest stu- 
dent financial contribution of any Australasian conference save 
that at which the movement was organized. 

8. The all-absorbing subject concerning which we desire the 
prayers of the leaders of other movements this year is the visit of 
Mr. Mott during parts of March, April, and May. Before this 
appears in print Mr. Mott will have come and gone, but the great 
work of conserving and solidifying the results of his visit will be 
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upon us. We earnestly request the prayers of leaders that his 
work among us may not be in vain, but that the work which he sets 
forward may be carried on from strength to strength by the work- 
ers left behind.

1. Our General College Department has fifty-four affiliated 
men's colleges, with about 1,950 members, and fifty-five women's 
colleges with about 1,550 members. The Theological College De- 
partment has thirty-nine affiliated colleges, with over 900 mem- 
bers. The Student Volunteer Missionary Union has over 1,900 
members, of whom about 500 are in college and 400 have left 
college and are in further preparation prior to sailing. The total 
number of members of the British College Christian Union is 
about 5,800, which figure probably includes volunteers mentioned 
above and some who have sailed. 

2. The following books and pamphlets have been published by 
the Union during the past year: "Helps to the Study of the 
Epistle to the Hebrews," by H. T. Hodgkin, M. A., M. B. ; "Stu- 
dent Volunteers and Personal Work," — being a series of studies 
for use in circles or by individuals ; "The Relation of Theological 
Colleges to the B. C. C. U.," a pamphlet for use in theological col- 
leges which are considering affiliation ; "The Evangelization of the 
World in This Generation," a reprint of Mr. Mott's book, a six- 
penny paper edition for distribution. 

3. Five student conferences have been held during the past 
year: (1) A conference for theological students at Birmingham, 
Easter, 1902. (2) Summer Conference of the B. C C. U. at 
Matlock, at which 370 students were present. (3) Scotch theo- 
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logical students' conference in Edinburgh, December, 1902. 

(4) Irish Christian Union conference, Belfast, December, 1902. 

(5) Scotch Christian Union conference, Glasgow, January, 1903. 

4. The best results in leading students to Christ have followed 
where students have become convinced of the need of a spiritual 
awakening and have set themselves to seek for this by prayer and 
personal work. Where this has been done, special services have 
in several cases resulted in the conversion of students. Lack of 
the feeling of personal responsibility on the part of members is the 
cause of more students not being led to Christ. Without this a 
feeling of collective responsibility as a Union is impossible or else 
very shallow, and organized meetings substituted for, instead of 
combined with, individual work have failed to accomplish much 
result. 

5. More systematic efforts have been made to enlist freshmen 
in Bible study. The Bible study text books are becoming more 
adapted to the needs of students and are improving in quality. 
About 1,000 men students and 1,300 women students have taken 
part in Bible circles. This is a considerable increase over last year. 

6. There has been a remarkable increase in the number of stu- 
dents joining the Student Volunteer Missionary Union during the 
past year. Since last July no less than 168 students signed the 
declaration, while for the corresponding period last year 106 
joined. There has also been an increase during the year in the 
number of students studying in missionary bands and circles. 
Since the reports have not yet come from the colleges the actual 
figures cannot now be given. It may be mentioned, however, that 
only a small proportion of the members in these bands are student 
volunteers. This is a significant fact. A considerable amount of 
campaign work was organized among young people's societies in 
the autumn and much interest aroused, especially along the lines 
of mission study. As a result of this work about 100 missionary 
libraries, consisting of sixteen well-known books on missionary 
subjects, have been sold at £1 : 1 each. In order to carry out this 
work more effectively the B. C. C. U. has appointed a student 
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campaign committee to go into details and suggest lines upon 
which development may be made. The interest in theological 
colleges has been gradually rising to a higher level during the past 
few years. Thirty-nine theological colleges are now affiliated to 
the B. C. C. U. and in many of them systematic missionary study 
is being organized. 

7. A few colleges have made considerable progress and have 
had a year of marked blessing. Special missions have been held 
in several colleges and the Union is beginning to provide student 
speakers for such work. The study of social problems is be- 
ginning to take a place on our program and we have resolved to 
develop this department that the Union may fulfill its wider re- 
sponsibility to the nation. In most colleges definite advance has 
been made during the year, especially in Bible study. 

8. The most difficult problems which are now facing us are the 
following: how to train leaders for Christian Union work and 
thus to secure continuity; how to keep hold of interested fresh- 
men, especially in non-residential colleges; how to develop the 
study of and participation in social work; how to adapt Bible 
circles to different types of students; how to extend the in- 
fluence of the Christian Unions in order that they may touch the 
whole of the college life ; how to keep in touch with student vol- 
unteers ; how to secure a certain amount of missionary study on 
the part of every student volunteer; how to inform theological 
colleges of the contribution they can give to the movement ; how 
to secure a larger and more regular income.

1. The total number of separate student Associations reporting 
is thirty-six. These are located in eight different provinces and 
contain a total membership of 1,079. 

2. The following new pamphlets have been issued during the 
year: In English, "A Movement for the Young Men of East 
Asia by the Young Men of East Asia." In Chinese, "Christians 
of Reality" ; "Greatest Thing in the World" ; "Some Essentials to 
Spiritual Growth." 

3. No general conferences of students have been held during 
the year. .Prof. W. C. Chen, who was sent as delegate to the meet- 
ing in Soro, visited a number of the Associations on his return, 
conveying to them much of the enthusiasm and fresh interest in 
the student work of the world which he himself had gotten on his 
tour. 

4. During the year, 101 conversions among students are re- 
ported. This is an increase of twelve per cent over the previous 
year. So far as we can learn, no special influences have been at 
work to bring about this result, but that there has been a deepen- 
ing interest in individual work for individuals among the students 
is very evident. 

5. There have been fifty-one per cent more students engaged in 
Bible study in the voluntary Bible classes of the college Associa- 
tions during the present year than during the previous year. More 
students were members of these voluntary Bible classes than there 
are Christians in the colleges in which the Bible classes exist. The 
total number of students in these Bible classes has been 1,112. A 
course of studies in the Gospel according to Mark has been pre- 
pared, especially adapted to Chinese students. This has doubtless 
had much to do with the large increase in Bible class attendance. 

6. The most striking indication of the interest in missionary 
work on the part of our Associations is the practical evangelistic 
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and educational efforts of the Associations in behalf of the com- 
munities near the colleges. A large proportion of the Associations 
support and man missionary chapels, and in some cases schools. 
One Association this year has maintained two day schools and one 
preaching place and given a total of $235 Mexican for the support 
of its missionary work. The students in the institutions of our 
movement are surrounded by heathenism and do not find it neces- 
sary to send men away to preach to those who do not know of 
Jesus Christ. It is still most difficult for us to maintain strong 
missionary meetings within the Associations because of the lack of 
a literature in Chinese giving the necessary information to the 
speakers at such meetings. It is one of the tasks of our movement 
to supply this literature. It is a matter for much encouragement 
that there seems to be a real growth of interest in the evangeliza- 
tion of the whole empire. This year has marked a decided in- 
crease in the number of men offering for the Christian ministry. 
This applies especially to some of the Anglo-Chinese colleges 
where the temptation to turn into secular callings is strongest. 

7. Progress has been made in the study of the most difficult 
field which lies before our movement, namely, the work for the 
literati ; that is, those students who come up for government ex- 
aminations once or twice every three years to the Provincial or 
Prefectural Capitals. The methods of those workers who have 
been most successful in reaching these men have been carefully 
investigated and compared. Our plans also for carrying on a work 
for the literati have been more clearly defined. Mr. C. H. Robert- 
son, M. A., formerly assistant professor of engineering in Purdue 
University, has been sent from America especially for this work 
and is now located at the great literary center of Nanking. Bible 
Institutes have been held by the Associations at Tientsin and 
Shanghai with most encouraging results. The Nanking Uni- 
versity has completed its Association building, which affords am- 
ple and excellent accommodation for the University Association. 
It has parlors, reading rooms, assembly hall, gymnasium, bath 
rooms, and class rooms. Building canvasses have been inaugu- 
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rated in Shanghai, China, and Seoul, Korea, with every prospect 
that both of these student centers will be equipped with adequate 
Association buildings within two years. 

8. The comparatively small number of Christian men who are 
offering themselves for distinctively Christian work continues to 
be a matter of deep concern. The intolerant attitude of the 
Chinese Government, which has resulted in practically excluding 
Christian teachers and students from most of the government 
institutions of the empire, continues unabated and calls for prayer 
on the part of Christians throughout the world. The monu- 
mental task which lies before us in our effort to reach the more 
than one million literati scattered throughout the length and 
breadth of this vast empire, grows larger as it is better under* 
stood. Great things may be accomplished. They will not be ac- 
complished without a mighty volume of prayer.

1. Six Associations belong to our movement: Paris, Bor- 
deaux, Lyons, Montauban, Nancy, and Toulouse. Of these the 
Lyons Association is practically non-existent. Three more Asso- 
ciations, Lille, Marseilles, and Montpellier, are in touch with our 
movement without officially belonging to it. Of these the last 
two were founded by us in November, 1902, and will probably 
identify themselves with us next year. The total number of 

• The report from Belgium arrived too late for publication. 
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members in our Associations is about 255; 105 being active and 
the remaining 150 associate. By adding the three Associations 
that are not affiiliated the membership would reach 305. 

2. The chief publication of the French Federation is the Bul- 
letin. It is also the organ of the Swiss and the Belgian move- 
ments. It has 400 regular subscribers. A pamphlet by Pastor 
Wilfred Monod, entitled "Une question actuelle," has been taken 
from the Bulletin. 

3. Two student conferences have been held during the year, 
one at Mofatauban, May 4 and 5, with 115 students in attendance, 
and one at Versailles, May 18 and 19, with ninety delegates. 

4. In our country it is still very difficult to answer questions 
regarding conversion. We have no religious awakenings in our 
universities. A very interesting fact is that some students were 
led to become Christians by cooperating in social work for the 
destitute, and thus coming in touch with genuine, thoroughgoing 
Christianity. 

5. Progress has been made in Bible study in only one of our 
Associations. The number of students in Bible classes is about 
sixty. 

6. Missionary interest exists, but we have no striking facts to 
mention. 

7. Encouraging facts this year have been very numerous. We 
may note the hearty interest taken by the members in Federation 
work and conferences, the founding of two new Associations, and 
the organization of a second student conference to be held in the 
South each year. 

8. Some of the problems are the same as last year: How to 
increase the spirituality of existing Associations; how to render 
them more effective, especially with non-Protestant students ; what 
to do for the boys in preparatory schools.

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II. $oUatsH 

1. There are seven separate Associations connected with our 
movement, of which two, those of the city and of the Free Uni- 
versity of Amsterdam, have their meetings together. We are also 
in connection with the Reformed Students' Union and with the 
Utrecht Students' Missionary Union, which, being without a de- 
cided confession of faith, cannot unite itself with the Nether- 
lands Christian Students' Union, but which in reality has the 
same object. These two Associations also send representatives 
to our conferences. The total number of members is 154. 

2. With the exception of a few pamphlets about the boys' 
work and the conferences, there have appeared this year only a cir- 
cular to the different Christian papers calling for the intercession 
of the Church on the Day of Prayer, and the students' weekly 
Eltheto. Until last year it was only hospitality which we en- 
joyed in this paper, now it has also become the organ of our 
movement with an editor of our own. 

3. In September, 1902, the seventh annual summer conference 
was held at Laren, in which about ninety persons took part. In 
February, 1903, the annual winter conference was held at Utrecht, 
with fully fifty members present. This conference is always lim- 
ited, as only members are allowed to attend. It has been decided 
to allow members of the Nederlandsche Vromoelyke Christen 
Studenten Vereeniging to attend the next summer conference. 
This Union has twelve members. 

4. We can mention no decided conversions, yet we hope that 
we are, by our conferences and also by the boys' work, the instru- 
ments in God's hand to bring persons to Christ. That we have 
no more to communicate on this subject can also be ascribed to the 
difference between life at college and in rooms, so that we do not 
learn to know one another, and to a not sufficiently developed 
sense of responsibility and consequently a weakening in the life of 
prayer for others. 

5. The Bible circles are decidedly better than in previous years. 
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A paper on the subject, read at the summer conference, un- 
doubtedly had great influence. I cannot give the exact number 
of members. In some local Unions nearly all, in others about half 
belong to a Bible circle. 

6. As far as missionary work is concerned we find ourselves 
this year in a very remarkable position through the debate in our 
paper in which even the carrying on of missions is judged as 
something not for our times. We hope that this period of slum- 
bering will be followed by a highly necessary awakening of feel- 
ing of responsibility, especially for our colonies. The Studenten 
Zendings Bond held a few very poorly attended meetings. An 
important event this year is the going out as a missionary of our 
former president, Dr. Schoch, and of two missionary doctors to 
India. 

7. Through a deep and earnest discussion at the winter con- 
ference we hope we have aroused more interest in the boys' work, 
which especially in our own country, where one only becomes a 
student at the age of eighteen or nineteen, is of the utmost im- 
portance. The good attendance at the camp meetings, and the 
fact that we hope to see a few ex-boys as officers in the camp for 
the first time this year, give us courage for the future. Very en- 
couraging also are the letters testifying to much blessing received 
at the last winter conference, which again had a more spiritual 
character. The report of the conference at Soro was widely read 
and received with great interest, largely due to the cooperation 
of our two delegates to that meeting of the Federation. 

8. As will be seen from the above, there is in us, phlegmatic 
Netherlanders, too little love, a want of consciousness of our re- 
sponsibility for others, and consequently insufficient prayer. Our 
greatest need is that our movement may be more and more filled 
with the spirit of prayer. Moreover, the question of station in 
life is the cause of many difficulties, in one way preventing us 
from reaching certain groups of persons and in another keeping 
men back from supporting our movement.

1. We have only one student organization, that at Geneva. 
In the other five universities we have only independent groups 
which meet once or twice a month, sometimes weekly, to study 
the Bible or to read some other book. The meetings are usually 
held in some student's room. Forty-eight to fifty students take 
part regularly in these group meetings. We do not call them 
members, but regular participants. 

2. Our publications are as follows: "Report of the Eighth 
Student Conference in Ste. Croix" ; a course of Bible study, "The 
Appeals of Jesus," which we publish in conjunction with the 
French movement; "Report of the Sixth Student Conference in 
Aarau" (German Switzerland). 

3. The Eighth Conference in Ste. Croix, held in September, 
1902, was attended by ninety delegates. The Conference in 
Aarau, May, 1902, was attended by seventy delegates. There 
were two small conferences for gymnasium students (from four- 
teen to nineteen years of age) attended by forty and ten delegates 
respectively. 

4. We cannot very well answer the question regarding con- 
versions. We believe that the conferences, the thirteen lectures 
given to students at four of the universities, and the association 
of the different groups have been means of blessing to many young 
men and have helped to develop their religious life, but we neither 
see nor know anything definite about it. It is quite probable that 
many students are Christians who are not connected with our 
movement. The main hindrances here are philosophical and 
scientific difficulties which result in scepticism, and a disposition 
which puts more value upon material things than on the spiritual 
life. 

5. We have 'not yet found the right method for Bible study. 
As far as we know only twenty or thirty students have studied the 
Bible together more or less regularly. 

6. In French Switzerland the interest in missions is great. The 
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number of students preparing themselves for foreign mission work 
is gratif ying, but we have no means of knowing the exact number. 
In German Switzerland there is less interest in and love for mis- 
sions among the educated people, and particularly among the stu- 
dents, and yet we note a decided improvement At the Conference in 
Aarau we had for the first time a missionary speaker. In Bern 
a small mission group has been formed among the gymnasium 
students. 

7. In French Switzerland the past year has been rather a year 
of standstill. However, there has been more life in the work dur- 
ing the past few months. In German Switzerland there is slow 
but steady progress. There is still room for a great deal of ad- 
vancement, as hardly any of the technical, or normal schools, or 
gymnasiums have been touched by the movement. We are only 
just beginning to see what will be the best method of work. 

8. Pray for more interest in Bible study, more practical de- 
cisions for the service of God, more interest in missions, especially 
in German Switzerland.

1. The number of separate student organizations included in 
the Deutsche Christliche Studenten-Vereinigung is twenty-four, at 
twenty-four universities and technical schools. The total member- 
ship is about 270. This figure, however, involves only the regular 
attendants of our weekly Bible circles (see No. 5). 

2. The periodical of the movement, Mitteilungen, has three is- 
sues during the summer session and four issues during the winter 
session. A pamphlet entitled "The Way to the Living God," by 
Pastor Samuel Jaeger, has been printed. It contains an address 
delivered at the Eisenach summer conference in 1902. The leaflet, 
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"Words to Fellow Students," has a yearly circulation of from 
8,000 to 10,000 copies among schoolboys preparing for university 
study and among students outside of the movement 

3. The General Conference was held at Eisenach, August 7-11, 
1902, with a total attendance of 142, of whom 114 were matricu- 
lated students. Numerous local conferences were held during the 
spring and summer vacations. 

4. The vast majority of German Protestants, except the mem- 
bers of several small denominations such as Baptists, Methodists, 
Darbyites, Irvingians, etc., belong to the State Church. Every- 
body who has been baptized as a child, and confirmed at about 
fourteen years of age, is regarded as a member of it. This official 
relation to the Church is commonly not altered in any respect when 
a man accepts Christ as his personal Saviour. Conversion, there- 
fore, is a more private matter in Germany than in other countries. 
For this reason it is also impossible to name special influences 
which have led students to become Christians. The general fac- 
tor which, in our universities and elsewhere, produces divine life 
and strengthens the life already existing, is the preached Word. 
If the fruit of our work is still scarce the reason of it is that this 
Word has not yet power enough in us Christians ourselves to give 
us the mind of Christ and to unite us in close fellowship. So also 
our power to bring Christ to unbelievers is still weak. The more 
we ourselves grow in strength and maturity the more our witness- 
bearing will be effective. 

5. See No. 1. The method of Bible study is to be adapted to 
the individual standard of an Association and to the individuality 
of its leader. The following methods have been chiefly used: 
either whole Biblical books were read and discussed continuously, 
or single topics were taken up and illustrated by a few prominent 
Scripture passages, or some principal doctrines were followed 
through the whole Bible. 

6. Missionary interest among students has much increased, 
owing especially to the missionary lectures by Dr. Warneck and 
other professors, and to the efforts of missionaries and other 
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speakers addressing student audiences at many universities; but 
thorough missionary study and intelligent missionary giving is 
still confined to smaller circles. These are slowly increasing, how- 
ever, in number and strength. A few students have volunteered. 
A deeper stirring of missionary enthusiasm and activity can only 
be expected as a result of a wider religious awakening. 

7. The consciousness of our responsibility towards our fellow 
students begins to be felt with fresh intensity and leads us to pray 
the Lord that He may give us grace to confess Him before others 
effectively. 

8. We need the prayers of the leaders of other movements: 
(1) that the spiritual death and the religious indifference of the 
German universities may cease; (2) that our members, and 
especially the theological students among them, may find and hold 
fast a clear and certain standpoint with regard to the Holy Scrip- 
tures; (3) that God may give the German universities and tech- 
nical schools more believing professors.

1. There are forty student Associations belonging to our move- 
ment with a membership of 2,256. Twenty-two city Associations 
report 581 student members, so that if these be added the number is 
2,837. Of these 1,542 are active members. 

2. Several pamphlets for the use of both the student and city 
Associations have been published this year by the Indian National 
Council. These include: "The Evangelization of the World in 
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this Generation" ; "Individual Work for Individuals"; "Safety, 
Certainty, and Enjoyment," in Tamil ; "A Spiritual Awakening," 
in English and Tamil; "Truth in a Nutshell"; "The Best Brother- 
hood" (Revised); and "The Report of the Indian National 
Union." In addition to these the Council continues to publish 
monthly The Young Men of India and The Inquirer, both of 
which serve the student department. 

3. The student camp for the Punjab District Union was held 
this year at Kathala and was attended by 100 men. That of the 
Madras Presidency (held April 10-13) met at Walajabad and was 
also attended by 100 men. 

4. There have been awakenings in a few of the educational 
institutions the past year and numbers of men have been led to 
accept Christ. Especially in South India a widespread spirit of 
prayer prevailed, resulting in definite conversions. The visits of 
Mr. John R. Mott and Dr. Charles Cuthbert Hall have helped to 
bring men to a decision. The Associations report 115 conversions. 

5. The number of students reported as engaged in Bible study 
is 459. Six city Associations report 148 additional students in 
classes, making a total of 607. Five hundred and twenty-eight 
keep the Morning Watch. Owing to a lack of close supervision 
due to the absence of the General Secretary on sick leave, not 
only the Bible study department, but the Association work in 
general suffered very much. 

6. Among students and those who are just out of college there 
is found a growing interest in missions. In some quarters foreign 
mission work is being taken up. Churches are stimulated to self- 
support. The organization of such societies as "The Indian Chris- 
tian Workers' Band," which is at present purely local, shows that 
students are seeing the great need of consecration to this work. 
Mission work in college Associations is, however, confined to 
bazar and open-air preaching, holding Sunday schools, and to con- 
ducting classes and meetings to stimulate missionary enthusiasm. 
Fifteen Associations hold regular missionary meetings and twenty- 
one engage in some other form of missionary work. 
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7. Three hundred and thirty-four students are reported as 
doing voluntary Christian work and 270 are making preparation 
to enter Christian work. Plans are being made in several of the 
large Associations for work among schoolboys. One Indian secre- 
tary and three foreign secretaries now devote a part of their time 
to visiting among the college Associations. 

8. We need prayer: (1) for better Bible study among the 
students and that the courses now being prepared may meet the 
need; (2) for educated young men to enter Association work; 

(3) that the missionary interest now beginning may spread rapidly 
and that students may learn to give for India's evangelization; 

(4) that hundreds of students dissatisfied with old forms of re- 
ligion may have courage to come out and accept Christ.

1. The total number of separate student organizations in Cey- 
lon is four; with an aggregate membership of 180. 

2. We use the pamphlets and leaflets of the Student Volun- 
teer Movement of India and Ceylon and do not publish any in- 
dependently. The Young Men of Ceylon is published in the in- 
terest of all the Associations in Ceylon and a number of copies 
are taken by students. 

3. A students' conference was held in Jaffna in October. The 
exact number of delegates was not reported. "The number at- 
tending the meetings rose until we had nearly 1,200 in attendance, 
a large proportion of them students and Christian workers." 

4. The most marked influence leading students to become 
Christians was the above conference, and visitation of schools and 
colleges before and after the same. 

5. In one college four Bible training classes were formed to 
win Hindu students for Christ. The total number in Bible classes 
has been about sixty. 
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6. The most interesting and striking fact showing the develop- 
ment of missionary interest among the members is the organiza- 
tion of twenty-five students in Jaffna College into a Volunteer 
Band for Home Missions. 

7. Mr. George Sherwood Eddy, who conducted the above-men- 
tioned conference and visitation of the colleges in Jaffna, reports 
100 Hindus, most of whom I believe were students, as confessing 
Christ. 

8. The difficulties and problems in Ceylon could nearly all be 
met by prevailing prayer to "the Lord of the harvest that He send 
forth laborers into His harvest"

1. The past year has been marked by a gain of seven Associa- 
tions, so that the affiliated Associations now number fifty-one with 
a membership of 1,430. 

2. The demand for good literature is encouraging. The most 
popular new books that we have published are: "The Life of 
Prof. Henry Drummond," by Prof. S. Kashiwai, a talented writer ; 
"The Fact of Christ," by Carnegie Simpson, in the original and in 
a Japanese translation ; and "The Temptations of Students," by 
Mr. J. R. Mott; "Outlines in the Life of St. Paul," by Secretary 
Galen M. Fisher and Mr. J. Satomi, has been well received. From 
the Chinese national movement we have ordered and sold 250 
copies of the seven devotional addresses by Mr. Mott, called 
"Christians of Reality." Notwithstanding the expense incurred in 
buying the manuscript of the Life of Drummond and printing 
other publications, we have netted a slight profit in the year's 
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book accounts. Our magazine has become a monthly with a cir- 
culation of 350 in Japan. One Association uses sixty copies. 

3. The usual district conferences have been conducted during 
the year and were attended by fifty-two, thirty, fifty, and 100 re- 
spectively. The Tokyo district also held an extra session at an 
interior city, which was attended by thirty-five. The summer 
school attracted 120 delegates from all sections and surpassed 
recent sessions in the attention given to Association methods and 
principles, and in the interest awakened in individual work for 
individuals. 

4. The most marked influences leading students to become 
Christians have been the quiet, persistent application of the truth 
through the hundreds of Bible classes conducted by the Associa- 
tions, pastors, professors, and missionaries; the special speakers 
sent out by us to several student centers to hold evangelistic meet- 
ings ; and the concentration of prayer and effort brought about by 
the observance of the Universal Day of Prayer in February. We 
believe that literature of various kinds has been influential, but 
cannot adduce evidence. On the other hand there are not a few in- 
stitutions where the number of new seekers and believers has been 
meagre. Among the deterrent influences are : the lukewarmness 
of Christian students in consequence of their own perplexities over 
the vital doctrines which are being debated by the Church through- 
out the land; the confirmed indifference or hostility toward re- 
ligion which is shown by influential professors ; the small number 
of strong Christian workers who can catch and hold the attention 
of higher students ; and the inertia and lack of aggressive, steady 
personal work which characterize too many Associations. 

5. We cannot report any striking advance in the efficiency of 
our Bible classes, although the enrollment has grown considerably 
and now exceeds 800. The outlines for the study of the Life of 
St Paul are of much better quality than those published some 
time ago on the Life of Christ and bid fair to be widely used. 
For the first time outlines for personal workers' groups have been 
prepared and mimeographed for limited circulation. 
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6. Missionary interest in the sense of foreign missions is in its 
infancy, yet the increasing close relations of Japan with China and 
Korea have not been without influence on the Christian student 
body. One of the first definite attempts to arouse deeper interest 
in the missionary idea and to lead men and women to enter Chris- 
tion callings was made last year with encouraging results. A 
special day of prayer was appointed and the subject was agitated 
by special gatherings and by articles in the religious press. As a 
result, fifteen young men and fourteen young women decided to 
enter Christian callings. The circulation of the lives of Living- 
stone, Drummond, and Gordon has also focused attention on the 
question. Probably the first attempt at a "foreign" mission of any 
sort will be the inauguration of work among the more than 1,000 
Chinese students now in Tokyo, who have come for the most part 
at government expense. Christianizing them will be the most 
effective and inexpensive method yet tried for Christianizing 
China. 

7. Other encouraging facts that should be chronicled are: 
The opening of three new hostels for students ; the coming of two 
new secretaries, C. V. Hibbard for the student department of 
Tokyo and G. S. Phelps for the student and general work of 
Kyoto ; the extension of student Association activity in Osaka, the 
commercial metropolis; the placing of three more Christian col- 
lege graduates from America as teachers of English in government 
schools, where they exert a strong influence; and the broadening 
view and livelier sympathy with other movements that have fol- 
lowed the sending of Dr. Sasamori to the Federation Conference 
at Soro and the decision to hold the next conference in Japan. 
We are looking forward with keen pleasure to welcoming a large 
number of delegates to our shores next year. 

8. We wish to record our gratitude that some of the problems 
on which we last year requested prayer have been solved, especially 
that more energetic operations among the students of Tokyo and 
Kyoto have been begun under the stimulus given by the coming 
of the new secretaries. This has, however, thrown into stronger 
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relief the need of Japanese co-secretaries, for whom we have so far 
looked in vain. The unrest on matters of doctrine centering 
around the person of Christ, the immortality of the soul, and the 
harmonization of the personality and the immanence of God, has 
been quieted at some points only to crop out again at others. 
If men in other lands only realized how profitably they could in- 
vest even a few pounds in the opening of hostels in rented houses 
and in the erection of modest buildings for some of our important 
Associations, we believe that they would add to the wise gifts made 
in the past. We will do our best, but we must lean heavily upon 
friends abroad for a generation more. We are just opening our 
eyes to the possibilities of work among the hundreds of picked 
Chinese and Korean students in our midst We desire your help 
in prayer that all the above matters may be rightly managed ; and 
further, that the Federation Conference next year may be well 
prepared for and may leave a deep blessing behind it.

1. Our Christian student organization here in Christiania nun> 
bers 130 members, twenty-five of whom are women students. 

2. The Scandinavian student paper, Excelsior, is still pub- 
lished in Norway and has upwards of 500 subscribers, of whom 
about 100 are in each of the other Scandinavian countries. Be- 
sides the paper our organization has published only a list of "old 
friends," i. e., students who have joined our Movement since 1881. 
A copy of this list has been sent to those of them whose addresses 
were known. 
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3. A women students' conference was held July 8-11 at Lille- 
hammer. There were twenty-five delegates present and the con- 
ference was very successful. 

5. For the furtherance of Bible study, lectures have been given 
by the Danish brethren, Pastor Chr. Hansen and General Secre- 
tary Ricard, whose courses have also been used in separate Bible 
circles. A leaders' training class was conducted by Professor L. 
Brim, assisted by the chairman of the organization, Professor 
Michelet, and by Professor Peterson, whose decease during the 
past year we regret to announce. The students have had in all 
eight Bible classes with about eighty members. 

6. The mission study class has continued its activity and has 
been able to awaken considerable interest. During the fall term 
they read and discussed Mr. J. R. Mott's book, "The Evangeliza- 
tion of the World in this Generation." The class has nine mem- 
bers. Three volunteers have sailed, namely, Rev. M. Bovim and 
Rev. Leisegang for Zulu, and Dr. Jorg. Edv. Nilssen for China. 
There seems to be considerable inclination to enlist as missionary 
volunteers, particularly among the theological students, but so far 
only one has finally decided. 

7. We are trying to get a collection of religious literature, of 
good classical works, and of literature relating to the student 
movement. To this collection several valuable gifts have been 
made. It has been very encouraging that questions relating to 
Christianity in general, as well as to missions in particular, have, 
partly at the instance of our organization, been brought before the 
"Studentersamfundet," which is the great Association of all Nor-v 
wegian students. A rising interest in Christianity among gym- 
nasium pupils has contributed to improve Bible study among the 
future students. We desire your prayers that the increasing in- 
terest may be deepened. Our organization has just bought a house 
for 51,000 kroner. May God bless it. Our Christian student work 
has made some progress in the course of the year in recognition 
and unification. This has no doubt been caused in some degree 
by the Conference of the Federation at Soro and by the World's 
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Conference of Young Men's Christian Associations held at Chris- 
tiania last autumn.

1. This question is very difficult to answer, owing to the want 
of clear and thorough organization. In Stockholm there has ex- 
isted since Christmas, 1899, an Association among the students of 
the Technical High School, formed on the World's Federation 
basis and numbering eight members. In Upsala an organization 
was started May 19, 1901, called the Student Christian Union of 
Upsala, founded on a basis somewhat different from the Federation 
basis. This organization embraces the former smaller Christian 
organizations existing among the students in Upsala. Its total 
membership is now 150. In Lund an organization aiming at 
"uniting students in Christian faith and work for Christian pur- 
poses" was formed March 5, 1902. It numbers seventy members. 
The total number of students in Upsala is about 1,500; in Lund 
650. 

2. In Upsala the Young Men's Christian Association has pub- 
lished the following pamphlets, partly with reference to the student 
work: "Ett konsekvent lif" (A Consistent Life), by Natanael 
Beskow; "De heligas samfund" (The Communion of Saints), by 
Erik Stave; "Bibelkritikens inflytande p& det kristliga troslifvet" 
(The Influence of Higher Criticism on Christian Life), by Erik 
Stave; "Den kristne studenten och den sociala fr&gan" (The 
Christian Student and the Social Question), by Natanael Beskow. 
Lund has published no pamphlets. The Scandinavian Movement, 
as such, has sent out circulars and prayer cards in connection with 
the summer conference, and under the editorship of the Christiania

3. The biennial conference of the Scandinavian Movement was 
held August 11-18 in the old castle of Lecko, Sweden. It was at- 
tended by 118 Danes, thirty-eight Finns, ninety-seven Norwegians 
and 156 Swedes. In regard to faculties the division was as fol- 
lows : theology 189, philosophy ninety-eight, medicine forty-eight, 
law twenty-three, technical eleven, freshmen twenty-four, 

4. The number of students accepting Christ as their Saviour 
has been at least equal to previous years. The chief means used 
were the summer conference, university sermons, and personal 
work. 

5. No progress seems to have been made in regard to Bible 
study. Upsala reports a decrease in the number of Bible circles, 
also in the attendance, so that only twenty students now take part. 
In Lund occasional Bible readings for students have been held in 
the Young Men's Christian Association, but poorly attended. 
There is only one small Bible circle among the women students. 
In Stockholm the weekly Bible circles of technical and medical 
students have been continued, though not quite regularly, with the 
same average attendance of from five to ten in each case. 

6. Upsala reports having published the second annual volume 
of "Adveniat Regnum Tuum," "Meddelanden fr&n A. F. M. F." 
(organ of the Scandinavian Volunteer Movement), also a transla- 
tion of Henry Drummond's "The Problem of Foreign Missions." 
Regular mission studies have been conducted both in Upsala and 
in Lund. 

Upsala reports increased interest in Christian social work. 
Lund expects much from the new organization. In Stockholm a 
meeting for freshmen of the Technical High School was attended 
by 125. 

8. Upsala says, "We need more of God as Leader both of the 
general work and of the different branches. We need more hu- 
mility and more willingness to serve. To overcome barren specula- 
tion we need more life, the life of Jesus Christ. To overcome the

wavering and the weakness caused by reliance on our own strength 
we need more faith in God and in His power." Lund requires spe- 
cial help in regard to the problem of Bible study. Stockholm ex- 
presses the desire for more of the power of the Holy Spirit among 
Christians and more seeking of the Kingdom of God among 
others.

IIL Bnttttark 

1. Three organizations belong to our Movement: the Chris- 
tian University Union, the Students' Home, and the Women 
Students' Christian Association. The total number of members 
is 450. 

2. The following pamphlets have been issued : "Helps to the 
Study of the Gospel of St. Mark," by Pastor Chr. Hansen; the 
Students' Home Christmas Book, 1902; the Students' Home 
Handbook for Students, 1902. 

3. Besides the Federation Conference at Soro, only one small 
meeting of thirteen students was held in Jutland in July. 

4. It is impossible to answer the question regarding conver- 
sions. There is no power in the work because of dissensions be- 
tween the different organizations, no unity among the Christian 
students, time and strength lost in disputing about the right way 
of working and the best form for a constitution, and disagree- 
ment about the ''personal basis," which is only adopted by the 
Christian University Union. 

5. Some new Bible circles have been formed. The total enroll- 
ment is 100. 

6. Two circles for the study of missions have been formed ; last 
year there were none. Some volunteers have retired, but no one 
has offered himself. Two members of our Movement have gone 
as missionaries, but only one of them belonged to the volunteers. 

7. The prayer meeting on the Universal Day of Prayer was 
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rather well attended. The work among the boys in the prepara- 
tory schools is promising. 

8. Pray for the unity of the Spirit in all our student workers : 
that God will raise up strong leaders who are able and willing 
to give their time and strength to this work; that He will bless 
the Scandinavian Christian student meeting which is to take 
place in Denmark this summer.

1. There are two student organizations, one for men and one 
for women. The total membership is seventy-seven, forty-seven 
men and thirty women. About 100 students are members of the 
Young Men's Christian Association of Helsingfors. Many of 
these are also members of the student organization. 

2. A report of the student conference held at Abo in 1900 
has been published. The periodical of the Scandinavian Move- 
ment, Excelsior, has 100 subscribers in Finland. 

3. The biennial summer conference was held at Wiborg with 
137 delegates in attendance (including fifty-four women students), 
and was greatly blessed. The conference of the Scandinavian vol- 
unteers, held at Christiania, and the Federation Conference at 
Soro, were attended by five Finnish delegates. 

4. The chief means of influencing our students for Christ have 
been the summer conferences. Through personal influence and 
individual dealing several were led to the decision. Three ad- 
dresses delivered by Baron P. Nicolay before from 500 to 800 
students during his visit to Helsingfors in January, 1903, bore 
good fruit. 

5. One hundred and thirty-eight students have been in Bible 
circles, eighty men and fifty-eight women. 

6. There are now eleven student volunteers. They have a 
special organization. One woman student, Miss Kestila, has gone 
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out to the mission field of the Finnish Church in South Africa. 
The Women Students' Christian Association has received a gift 
, of 1,000 Finnish marks, the interest of which is to be used for mis- 
sionary purposes. Regular mission studies have been conducted. 

7. Forty students are engaged in Sunday school work and 
other branches of missionary work at home. A students' home, 
with accommodations for thirteen students, has been founded. 
Efforts have been made to reach the scholars who are about to en- 
ter the university. 

8. We need a secretary to give his whole time to the work. 
But above all we need more love, more endurance, and more wis- 
dom to win our fellow students. We ask for prayer that we may 
feel more of the power of the Holy Spirit.

Afrtra 

The war only ended in June and so the report covers only the 
period from June to February. 

1. The total number of students' and scholars' organizations 
belonging to our movement is eighty. The number of members 
is approximately 3,200. 

2. The new pamphlets that have been issued are as follows: 
"The Students' Christian Association of South Africa," a short 
resume of the Association in South Africa, its origin, etc.; a 
Model Constitution, with an eye to scholars' branches; a mem- 
bership card; Bible Studies — junior and senior. The junior Bible 
Studies consist of topics, the senior the Gospel of St. John. The 
Christian Student, our organ, has a circulation of 1,000 copies. 
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3. The fifth Annual Conference was held October 2-5. There 
were 150 delegates present from thirty-six Associations, repre- 
senting 1,570 members. 

4. The most marked influences which have led students to be- 
come Christians were: (a) evangelistic meetings for two or 
three days where the preacher was assisted by a delegation from 
one of the colleges; (b) following up the work of the Annual 
Conference by turning the ordinary weekly meeting into a testi- 
mony and evangelistic meeting; (c) making the closing meeting 
of the conference an evangelistic one. These three stand, as far 
as we can judge, in the order given above. After the Annual 
Conference in October there was very definite blessing in three 
of the larger Associations and several of the smaller ones. We 
found that much of the blessing resulted from students speaking 
to students at evangelistic meetings. A large number of young 
people confessed Christ for the first time as a result of this spe- 
cial work. In regard to the second part of the question, as to why 
students in some centers have not been led to become Christians, 
I think success is wanting partly because no definite organized at- 
tempt has been made and partly because even where an evangel- 
istic address has been given there was no preparation — nothing to 
lead up to the meeting. Because the work in South Africa is not 
yet sufficiently organized, the attempt when made is something 
from outside, not partly coming from the school or college. And 
so instead of planning for some definite form of campaign one 
devotes nearly all the available time to the work of organization. 

5. There has been a decided increase in the number of those 
who follow some plan of Bible study. It is due to the fact that 
more pains have been taken to supply senior students with some 
handbook or commentary and to give junior students a course of 
study consisting of topics. This pamphlet is a decided improve- 
ment on what we have been using the last three years. The ob- 
servance of the Morning Watch was very much emphasized. At 
the Annual Conference fifty students signed the Morning Watch 
declaration for the first time. We are looking forward to the time 
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when we can gather the Bible study leaders in some small con- 
ference. Eight hundred students and 2,400 scholars are using 
Bible study courses. 

6. The interest in missions has been decidedly on the increase. 
At evangelistic meetings and at the Annual Conference twenty- 
eight signed the volunteer declaration or signified their desire to 
do so. This was a larger number than at any similar gatherings. 
During the war some 200 prisoners of war became volunteers. 
One hundred of these are now in training at the Mission Institute, 
Worcester, Cape Colony, while of the others some are qualifying 
at Wellington and the rest are busy rebuilding their farms ere they 
resume their studies. Though the great majority of them do not 
come under the movement their decision exerted a great influence 
on the Students' Christian Association. Some of our volunteers 
were fellow prisoners and so had an opportunity of influencing 
others. In the oldest and strongest Association the volunteers, in 
addition to the quarterly missionary meeting, follow some plan of 
mission study. About fifty student volunteers have for the past 
six months studied Rev. Andrew Murray's "Key to the Missionary 
Problem" with much profit. In the majority of Associations we 
confine ourselves to the quarterly meeting. We experience great 
difficulty in securing the proper literature for such small Asso- 
ciations. The majority of scholars are too young to find their own 
way. Some branches contribute to the Indian Orphan Fund, 
Children's Mission, or Nyassa Mission. A magazine is issued by 
the Dutch Reformed Church to which a very large number of 
members subscribe. 

7. Since the restoration of peace the work of our traveling 
secretary has been actively carried on with the good result that we 
have again organized Associations in Pretoria and Bloemfontein, 
the capitals of the two new colonies, and many other new Asso- 
ciations have been formed. Throughout South Africa the pros- 
pects look brighter, and especially in Cape Colony the work is tak- 
ing a greater hold on the schools than ever before. Our Associa- 
tion is becoming recognized as a power for good. The Church 
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is realizing more than hitherto the power and influence of young 
men — theological and college students — in influencing others for 
Christ. Students are becoming conscious of their power, getting 
confidence in themselves, and being trained to do something 
definite for Christ. Theological students are being kept in touch 
with the student body. Many schools have been visited by theo- 
logical students during their long vacation. 

8. We are very dependent on the assistance of teachers. We 
need the prayers of the other movements that teachers may re- 
spond more to the claims of this work; that our movement may 
really become an interdenominational movement — that means that 
the Episcopal Church may respond with the other churches.

The total number of students in these institutions in the current 
year is about 5,000. 

2. The Movement has continued to issue occasional news let- 
ters and in addition to these makes judicious use of the literature 
of the World's Student Christian Federation. 

3. In connection with the Convention held at Soro, Denmark, 
a number of delegates from institutions represented in the Student 
Christian Movement in Lands Without National Organizations 
met together for special conference under the direction of Dr. 
N. Walling Clark and the secretary of the Movement. This con- 
ference, which was for prayer and interchange of thought, was of 
decided helpfulness to all who were present. 

4. Two special influences have been at work in the colleges and 
universities represented in our Movement during the past year. 
One has been the prevalence of revival services. There has never 
been a year when in so many places there has been a natural spon- 
taneous desire on the part of the students for a spiritual awaken- 
ing. The result has been a larger number of professed conver- 
sions in different institutions. In the Assiut Training College in 
Egypt, twenty-three men were led to join the church. The Syrian 
Protestant College in Beirut, Syria, reports sixty conversions dur- 
ing the year. Twenty-five young men joined the church as the 
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result of a remarkable revival at St Paul's Institute, Tarsus, while 
similar seasons of revival have been reported from Anatolia Col- 
lege, Marsovan, Turkey, and Robert College, Constantinople. The 
second influence that has been decidedly helpful has been the tour 
of the traveling secretary. Dr. N. Walling Clark has visited almost 
the entire year among the institutions represented in this Move- 
ment, and everywhere his labors have been attended with marked 
interest and spiritual awakening. Mr. J. Campbell White, for- 
merly of Calcutta, India, has also visited several fields and the 
result of his work has been most gratifying. 

5. Careful work has been done during the year to promote 
definite systematic Bible study. The most advanced methods of 
Bible study work that we are able to report are those in the 
Syrian Protestant College at Beirut, Anatolia College, Marsovan, 
and the American Training College at Assiut, Egypt Reports 
concerning the total number of members of Bible study classes 
are quite incomplete. We have a record of about six hundred 
students in eight institutions, but there are doubtless many others. 

6. At the Training College in Assiut, Egypt, after Mr. White's 
visit it was found that eighty of the college students had signed 
volunteer declaration cards offering themselves for missionary 
work among the Mohammedans in the Soudan. In several in- 
stitutions the study of missions has formed an important feature 
of the work of the year. The students in a number of places equip 
and support mission enterprises in fields adjacent to their insti- 
tutions. The most of the work, however, is of a home missionary 
character. 

7. One encouraging fact is the awakening interest manifested 
by the students in this Movement, not only in one another, but in 
the World's Student Christian Federation. The correspondence 
which forms the bulk of the secretary's labors in connection with 
the Movement indicates the healthy interest in Christian student 
enterprises and a growing desire for information that shall lead 
to enlarged work in the different institutions from which corre- 
spondence comes. 
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8. Probably the greatest problem in our Movement arises from 
the fact that the different organizations represented in the Move- 
ment are so widely scattered. The reason for maintaining such a 
Movement as this arises out of this very condition. Each field has 
its own local problems such as indifference on the part of the stu- 
dent body, petty persecution through religious prejudice owing 
to national and sectional conditions, and lack of familiarity with 
methods of Christian work. The students of all of our organiza- 
tions earnestly desire the prayers of their fellow Christian workers 
that God may manifest Himself in great power among them, and 
that the Spirit may so fill their hearts and minds that they shall 
become strong and mighty elements in the regeneration of their 
brethren and in seeking the salvation of the world.
